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Plants— and holiday lights— draw more visitors into Chicago museums

Even as attendance dropped overall at 
area museums and animal attractions 
in 2013, it was a very good year for hor- 
ticulture. 

The Chicago Botanic Garden had 
more than 1 million visitors for the 
first time since it opened in 1972, a 
5 percent increase over 2012, while 
the Morton Arboretum climbed to 

885.000 visitors in 2013, up from 

809.000 the year before, a more than 
9 percent jump. 

“There is a growing demand for 
places where people can visit that are 
centered on the outdoors, on the en- 
vironment and health, well-being, in- 
spiration, and both of our institutions 
are a very good value,” said Sophia 
Siskel, president and CEO of 
the 385-acre Botanic Garden, 


located in Glencoe. 

The arboretum’s boost could large- 
ly be attributed to a new, holiday-sea- 
son outdoor lights attraction, “Illumi- 
nation,” which drew 84,000 visitors, 
most of them during a cold and snowy 
December. 

Overall attendance in 2013 for the 
15 institutions that comprise Mu- 
seums Work for Chicago, which in- 
cludes 11 members of the Museums 
in the Park coalition and four other 
Cook County attractions, slipped to 
14.8 million from 15. 1 million in 2012, a 
2 percent decline, according to figures 
released Monday by the Museums 
Work coalition. 

The arboretum, in Lisle, is not part 
of the Museums Work group and pro- 
vided its attendance figures separately 

While the three most popular area 
attractions— all animal havens— ac- 
counted for more than half of the 


coalition’s attendance, they reported 
declines ranging from 1 to 7 percent 
compared with the previous year. 

They are the free Lincoln Park 
Zoo, with 3.46 million estimated visi- 
tors (down from 3.51 million); Brook- 
field Zoo, with 2.17 million (2.34 
million); and Shedd Aquarium, with 
2.02 million (2.17 million). 

At Shedd Aquarium, the 7 percent 
drop came despite the introduction 
of a new, warm-weather attraction, 
the Stingray Touch petting pool. 

But Amy Ritter Cowen, execu- 
tive vice president of guest experi- 
ence, chose to accentuate the pos 
itive, emphasizing the aquarium’s 
remaining above the 2 million 
threshold and being the top paid 
attraction in city boundaries. 

“That is just a fantastic show- 
ing of support,” she said. 
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Overall attendance 
dropped about 
1.4 percent in 2013 
at the 15 museums 
and institutions 
tracked by a local 
umbrella group, 
plus the Morton 
Arboretum. Here is 
a look at some the 
numbers for some 
of the city’s biggest 
attractions.

CHICAGO’S SPOT: No. 1, Boystown 

THE METHODOLOGY: Editors selected their favorite 
spots, which included The Mission in San Francisco and 
West Hollywood, and readers voted their No. 1 pick. 

REACTION: “Chicago was definitely the reader favorite,” said 
outtraveler.com editor-in-chief Neal Broverman, who origi- 
nally nominated Chicago after being impressed by the city during 
a recent visit. Seven hundred-plus votes were cast, and Chicago nabbed 
more than 40 percent of the vote. The Mission came in second with 22 per 
cent, Broverman said. 


RANKING: The Advocate, 

Gayest Cities in America 

CHICAGO’S SPOT: Nowhere 

THE METHODOLOGY: Points were given for number of 
LGBTQ elected officials, lesbian-coupled households, gay rodeos, 
gay bars on out.com’s 200 best bars list, women’s colleges and 
concerts by Mariah Carey, Pink, Lady Gaga and the Jonas Brothers. 

REACTION: Matt Breen, Advocate editor-in-chief, said the catego- 
ries are meant to be tongue-in-cheek and the point of the ranking is 
to highlight gay-friendly cities beyond New York and Chicago. Still, read- 
ers protested. “As soon as we posted [the list], a ton of people said, ‘Where’s 
Chicago? Where’s Chicago? Where’s Chicago?’ ” Breen said. 

“People thought that was missing.”

CHICAGO’S SPOT: UIC made the list, which is not bro- 
ken down numerically 

THE METHODOLOGY: College administrators fill out about 50 ques- 
tions on gay-friendly policies and programs.

RANKING: Out.com, 

200 Greatest Gay Bars in the World 


CHICAGO’S SPOT: Seven bars, tying the city with 
Paris.

THE METHODOLOGY; Editors made their choices based on 
nominations, suggestions and their own research. 

REACTION: There were more than 80 Facebook comments on 
out.com about the rankings. No comments mentioned Chicago. In 
its intro to the list, out.com wrote: “As with any list, it’s impossible 
to be definitive. ... We’ve also tried to arrive at a list that satisfies 
everyone from a pierced and leather-clad cub to a skinny, 
go-go boy wannabe. But we’re sure that this will only 
stoke the fires of debate.” 


F REACTION: The ranking “relates to policies, programs and prac- 
tices. It’s not about the perception. It’s about what policies do [colleg- 
es] have in place,” Campus Pride executive director Shane Windmeyer 
said. “I think Chicago colleges that we’ve worked with are doing really, 
really good work.”

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Do LGBT rankings make 
a difference in Chicago? 
Depends who you ask

We’re No. i! We’re No. 2! We’re No. o! 

When it comes to how LGBT-friendly 
Chicago is, the results are in— and they vary 
across the board. 

OutTraveler.com, an LGBT travel site, 
named Boystown the world’s best gay neigh- 
borhood this year thanks to its welcoming 
attitude and Northalsted Market Days, “an 
unrivaled August street party” 

This title comes on the heels of out.com, an 
LGBTQ lifestyles site, placing seven North 
Side bars in its Top 200 greatest gay bars in 
the world. The Second City was second only 
to New York for most bars on the list. 

But Chicago didn’t even crack this year’s 
list of the Top 25 gayest U.S. cities by The Ad- 
vocate, a gay issues magazine. Our city was 
behind No. 15 Pittsburgh (“vigorous theater 
scene”) and No. 8 Salt Lake City (“plenty of 
sporty gay and lesbian ski bunnies”). Even Ak- 
ron, Ohio (No. 24), was stiff competition. 

Though often arbitrary in their ranking 
categories, magazine and website articles and 
mentions have some sway in tourism, particu- 
larly gay tourism, a $56.5 billion— and grow- 
ing-industry in the U.S., according to recent 
marketing reports. 

Local businesses say they depend on these 
bucks, and the wrestling for tourism is ex- 
pected to intensify as states such as Illinois 
increasingly lift same-sex marriage restric- 
tions— leading to a jump in ceremonies and 
honeymoons. Pride events also major attrac- 
tions, research shows. 

So is booze. Roscoe’s Tavern in Lakeview 
and six other Boystown and Andersonville 
watering holes made the out.com list. 

Brenden Chrisman, general manager of 
Roscoe’s, which turns 27 this year, said there 
was “definitely a positive impact” on his bot- 
tom line from the out.com ranking. 

Chrisman said he doesn’t see his tavern 
competing with other Boystown bars for 
tourism dollars. Instead, he said the bars have 
a “mutual beneficial relationship” because the 
neighborhood is tight-knit. 

He cited the outtraveler.com ranking of 
Boystown as an example. 

“When Boystown was named No. 1, it was 
all over Facebook and a lot of customers had 


things to say about it. I think there’s a definite 
pride in the neighborhood,” said Chrisman, 33. 

Francisco Delgado doesn’t live in Boystown, 
but said he’s long known the neighborhood is 
No. 1 when it comes to atmosphere and mix 
of bars in a small area. He said he’s been to gay 
bars in San Francisco; Mexico City; San Jose, 
Calif.; Madrid and Barcelona, Spain, but felt 
disappointed there was not better bar variety 
in those cities. 

Still, the Lincoln Square resident said he 
was surprised Boystown took the prize. 

“I didn’t really think we had people actually 
paying attention to what we have here in the 
city” said Delgado, 38. “From what I’ve seen, 
the bars here in Chicago have more to offer. 
They are more elaborate.” 

It’s too early to tell if the Boystown pro- 
nouncement, made last month, will impact 
Boystown, but research shows that articles in 
magazines, websites and blogs play a role in 
influencing gay travel. 

More than 60 percent of gay and bisexual 
men said that articles in magazines and web- 
sites weighed on their destination decisions 
in the past year, according to a survey of 
3,0 00 -plus people from the LGBT commu- 
nity. 

More than 50 percent of lesbian and bi- 
sexual women said the articles affected their 
travel selections, according to the same re- 
port, released in December by Community 
Marketing and Insights, an LGBT consumer 
research firm. 

Gay adults between 25 and 44 years old said 
they were more influenced by travel blogs and 
social media in their travel selections than 
adults older than 45. The same survey found 
Chicago to be the No. 2 U.S. destination for 
leisure by gay men, tied with San Francisco 
and Las Vegas and behind New Y>rk. 

Pittsburgh, Salt Lake City and Akron didn’t 
even make the cut. 

Ian Reisner, co- founder of Parkview Devel- 
opers, said he sees these lists— but it wasn’t 
the rankings of Chicago as a top gay tourist 
destination that spurred him to choose Chi- 
cago as the next spot for his LGBT boutique 
hotel, but instead the demographics of the 
city 

“I made my decision based on the estimat- 
ed, guesstimated demographic numbers, not 
based on one or two rankings,” Reisner said. 
“To me, that’s more powerful than an editor’s 
{idea} of what’s hot or not.” 

He said Chicago’s architecture and art mu-

-Brenden Chrisman, general manager of Roscoe’s 


seums and the concentration of gay business- 
es in Boystown also helped guide his decision. 
Out NYC, his first outpost, opened in 2012. 

Reisner is hoping to open Out Chicago in 
2016. Location plans are unclear, and Reisner 
has seen opposition from the Lakeview com- 
munity over the proposed Boystown location. 

Bars and businesses are not the only spots 
that maysee abump fromgay rankings. Campus 
pride.org, which provides LGBT collegiate 
support programs, named its Top 25 LGTBQ- 
friendly colleges and universities in August 
based on policies, support and academic and 
student life. 

UIC made the list last year and the year 
before. The University of Chicago snagged a 
spot in 2012. 

The recognition is a “nice way to reinforce 


that perception” of the University of Chicago 
being a gay-friendly place, said Jeffrey How- 
ard, director of the Office of LGBTQ Stu- 
dent Life. 

Student interaction with the office has 
more than doubled in the past few years to 
2,000-plus visits and other forms of partici- 
pation by LGBTQ students, Howard said. 

“That probably has many causes, but it’s 
gratifying that people know this is a support- 
ive community that is deeply committed to 
diversity,” Howard said in an email. “It’s also 
important to us as an intellectual community 
A leading research university like this one 
can’t afford to lose out on the contributions 
and discoveries that people from different 
backgrounds could make.”

The vehicle Elliot stole was found in Ship- 
shewana, Ind., according to a LaGrange 
County sheriff’s dispatcher.

Elliot was convicted of four murders in 
connection with an armed robbery of a resi- 
dence in 1993.

The Department of Transportation will push 
the development of a short-range radio system 
aimed at stopping crashes by allowing cars to 
exchange basic facts about speed and direction 
to other vehicles as fast at 10 times a second. 

Called vehicle-to-vehicle communications, 
such a system would give vehicles the ability 
to warn drivers of potential dangers as far as 
300 yards away 

The technology could be linked to safety 
systems already in some vehicles that auto- 
matically trigger the brakes or make steering 
adjustments to stop collisions. 

“This is just the beginning of a revolution in 
roadway safety,” U.S. Transportation Secretary 
Anthony Foxx said Monday 

“I don’t think you can understate the signifi- 
cance of having vehicles that are smart enough 
to recognize that an accident is about to hap- 
pen and can step in to stop it,” Foxx said. 

The agency’s National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration plans to institute the 
rules for installing such systems in vehicles 
before the end of the Obama administration, 
Foxxsaid.
